THE CABIN WAS VERY COLD. 


Even the beechwood fire that 
burned before the open side of the 
"three faced cabin" did not warm 
it. The woman, drew her shawl 
closer over her thin chest and 
coughed a little. It promised to bo 
a severe winter along the Ohio 
river In Indiana. 


Tomorrow was Christmas. Poop 


farmers and woodsmen never 
gave presents, but her husband 
bad brought home pheasant and 
she was planning a "stuffin" of 
bread and "yarbs" with sweet 
taters and bazelnuts the chil- 
dren had gathered. At least they 
would feast this first Christmas 
in their new home.

It was late that night when the 


mother had finished bedding down 
her little family. She had wrapped 
the two children first in quilts 
then in a shaggy bear skin, and 
they lay close to the fire on the 
«arth floor, back to back, giggling. 
Their father was already asleep. 
Soon she would be lying beside 
him when her work was done. 


When all was quiet the •woman 


lit a tallow-dip on the table and 
from a chest took a small box 
brought from Kentucky. Opening- 
it she drew out the precious bits of 
fruit wrapped in "store paper." 
These she placed beside her Bible.

Bare necessities of lix'- 
inp. In that dark cold cabin on 
Christmas Eve, poverty pressed so 
close to this mother.

me mindful of my blessin's. I 
do thank Thee for pittin* us to 
this new home safely. For not 
lettln* the children git dysentery 
from th' green apples they et. 
For keepin' us from ground 
fever, snake-bites, and all the 
dangers of travelin'. Forgive my 
complainin* when I gits cold an* 
feel weak an' tired. May our 
Christmas be happy an' our lives 
li\Ted in Thy sight. Amen!"

Reducing Requires Desire, 
Will Power, Stick-to-itiveiiess 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M.D. 


Carrying too much fat is one of 


the besetting sins of a large per- 
centage of the American people. On 
_the average overweight probably 
, carries as much risk to life and 
health as speeding on the highways 
. and it is almost certainly much 
more dangerous than smoking cig- 
arets. 


Part of a letter received from 


.a reader serves as a good intro- 
duction to another discussion on 
..this subject. She says "I'm 30 
years old, the mother of two chil- 
.dren and weigh 220 pounds. To me 
-food is as drink is tc an alcoholic. 
I gained 100 Ibs having the chil- 
dren and can't diet and feel full 
too." 
- NATURALLY THE writer can't 
eat as much as she did when she 
•gained 100 pounds and feel her 
•stomach comfortably full and still 
lose weight. In her case the prob- 
-•lem of reducing is to develop a 
real desire to lose weight and not 
just to have it as the subject of 
conversation. It seems to me that 
.a good portion of those that are too 
fat merely discuss it over the 
-bridge table munching chocolates 
or cookies or while dnnking a bot- 
_tle of beer with a neighbor. This is 
no way to resume normal size and 
shape. 


What so often happens is that 


a fat person suddenly decides to 
•do something about it: starts doing 
rolls on the floor, goes to a mas- 
sage parlor, sweats several times 
"in a Turkish bath, or takes some 
diet for a couple of weeks (how 
often it turns out to be one weekl 
and then hopes to forget the whole 
matter and go on eating as before. 


Actually the job requires inten- 


tion, will power, stick-to-itiveness 
.and knowledge of how to go about 
it and how much weight to lose. 


THE PROBLEM OF reducing is 


-not too difficult. Food supplies the 
luel which the body burns. One 
-can either burn more food or put 
in less. The latter is much more 
-practical. If less food is taken in 
than the body uses up in energy, 
the body will start burning the fat 
and it will begin to disappear. 


if kept up long enough. I might add 
that several exceedingly good re- 
ducing diets have been devised and 
can be obtained from a physician 
or dietician.

McCloy was the U. S. high commis- 
sioner for Western Germany, liv- 
ing in the estate of a satrap in a 
mansion at Bonn on the Rhine. His 
first assistant was Shepherd Stone, 
assistant Sunday editor of the New 
York Times, on leave. 


Stone might have had a part-time 


general housemaid in his normal 
state in New York. But at Bonn, 
he also had a mansion and an al- 
lowance of eight German civilians 
for household servants, plus auto- 
mobiles and fuel, taxless booze and 
cigarettes and other luxuries and 
groceries at cost. When Stone re- 
signed he landed in the Ford Foun- 
dation of which Hoffman was chief 
executive. 
Hoffman later put his 


foot in the bass drum with a pro- 
posal to sell the foundation's non- 
voting Ford common to the public. 


He disappeared from that job 


but bobbed up again as head of a 
novelty called the Fund for the Re- 
public, a subsidiary of the Ford 
Foundation, with a capital of $15,- 
000,000. 
One of its first projects 


was to investigate congressional in- 
vestigations. That report it now 
in the works. 


McCloy, at Bonn, retained in an

Buttenwieser, a New York lawyer, 
who, 
with his wife, had welcomed 


Alger Hiss into their home after" 
his conviction on charges implying 
traitors conduct in favor of Russia.

BUDAPEST, Hungary (9- Hun- 


gary announced today Noel and 
Herta Field have won political 
asylum in this Communist country, 
which imprisoned them for five 
years as spies. 


This latest development in the 


fate of the American couple—cen- 
tral figures in one of the cold war £ 
greatest international mysteries— 
was disclosed in a communique 
from the official Hungarian news

Under the new 
law, the deadline for final returns 
i* April 15.

Those under arrest included the 


chief of the army general staff 
and the commanders of the navy 
and air force. All seven were 
charged with attempting to pro- 
mote disorder. 


The crisis flared over army 


charges that Economy Minister 
Jairne Nebot Veiasco had insulted 
the forces in statements he made 
in Buenos Aires recently. 


To calm the situation, Veiasco 


Ibarra bowed to army demands 
and accepted the resignation of 
the economy minister. But the mil- 
itary in turn agreed to the resig- 
nation of the defense minister, Lt. 
Col. Reinaldo Verea Donosa, who 
had backed the army in its feud 
with Nebot.

The volume has Increased stead- 


ily since 1935, when the hamlet's 
100th birthday brought it wide- 
spread publicity. The town got its 
name from a nearby fort which 
was built in the Second Seminole 
War and finished on Christmas 
Eve. 


It's 
a neighborly 
little spot, 


known for community spirit. Four 
different times, in fact, it has won 
the President's Trophy for the best 
community display at the Central 
Florida Exposition—quite a trick 
in view of its size. 


Most of the year-round residents 


have cattle and citrus groves. 
What there is of a business center 
consists of a pair of filling stations, 
two gift shops, the post office, 
church and school. 


Distant Spots 


Parcels of mail come in from 


such distant spots as Scotland, 
Germany, Korea and Italy. The 
largest overseas order so far was 
a package of 200 letters which 
came from a person in Switzer- 
land. 


The bulk of the mail, however, 


comes from persons within the 
U. S. They're allowed to send from 
one to 5,000 pieces each, and sev- 
eral have sent the maximum. 
Many winter vacationers make 
special tnps to the village just to 
mail their holiday cards. Some 
have come back each year for the 
past two decades or more 


Along with the regular postmark 


goes a colorful special cachet, 
prized by stamp collectors Design- 
ed by Postmistress Tucker, it is 
marked with a little green Christ- 
mas tree. Printed above the tree 
are the words of the very first 
Yuletide carol, "Glory to God in 
the Highest." 


Most of the mail is stamped by 


machine. But letters from stamp 
collectors, to be dated ahead to 
Christmas, always are canceled by 
hand. 


No Snow 


Though the climate seldom co- 


operates, Chnstmasites do their 
best to give their village the prop- 
er Yuletide appearance. The hand- 
ful of business places are holiday- 
decked all year round. And a large 
community Christmas tree is one 
of the nation's most photographed 
spots. 


But the town's unofficial "Mrs. 


Christmas"—Postmistress Tucker 
because of her job—does not fit the 
public's conception. A grandmoth- 
er at 47, she is five feet tall, 112 
pounds, with dark brown hair and 


hazel eyes, and looks like a former 
beauty queen. 


Her good friend, Amy Wilson, 


however, who runs the adjoining 
gift shop has beautiful snow white 
hair which fits the Christmas role 
perfectly. So they have a sort of 
a system. 


"During my busy spell," Mrs. 


Tucker explains, "Amy entertains 
the public by answering all the 
questions, I work getting the mail 
out. and that way evervone's hap- 
py." 


Long Hours 


The hours are long and the work 


exacting, but the Postmistress 
loves every minute. 


"This work gives me a chance," 


she says, "to bring both service 
and happiness to a great many 
people everywhere. I hear from 
hundreds of persons who are borne 
down with cares and burdens— 
just drawn by the town's magic 
name. They write me about their 
troubles, so I try to drop them 
some word of cheer as the days 
draw closer to Christmas." 


When it's all over, she'll do as. 


she does each year—sing in the 
choir at church, then hold a Yule- 
tide dinner for her husband, chil- 
dren, granddaughter, in-laws and 
several friends—a dozen and a half 
or more altogether. 


"After all," she observes, "what 


could be more appealing than 
spending your Chustmas in Christ- 
mas J\o matter how often you do 
it. the thrill never quite wears 
off "

Two (4/5-quart) bottles red table 


wine, chilled; 1 (1-quart) bottle 
apple juice, chilled; 2 tablespoons 
lemon juice, 1 cup sugar, 1 large 
bottle ginger ale, chilled. 


Combine wane, apple juice, lemon 


juice and sugar In a punch bowl; 
stir to dissolve sugar. Pour in gin- 
ger ale and stir to blend. Add ft 
block of ice or a tray of ice 
cubes. Serve at once. This makes 
about SY3 quarts, before dilution 
by ice. Note: If you want to use 
grape juice in place of the red 
wine, omit sugar in recipe and di- 
lute grape juice with water to de- 
sired strength.

URBANA-CHAMPAIGX. 111. — 


The University of Illinois ranks 
second only to Minnesota in Big 
Ten enrollment: m full-time enroll- 
ment fourth in the nation: and in 
grand total enrollment, seventh. 


These figures are revealed from 


the 35th annual college enrollment 
survey made for School and So- 
ciety, educational journal by Pies. 
Raymond Walters of the University 
of Cincinnati. 


Illinois' grand total of credit stu- 


dents is 23 4fi2. Topping this are 
only six institutions: New York Un- 
iyr>T-=> 
fv fiiifor-nia New York S'ate 


Universitj. New York City College, 
Minnesota and Columbia 


Illinois was omitted from Pies. 


Walters' li«t of 25 institutions with 
largest full-time enrollments be- 
cause it could not supply this fig- 
ure. The university's current strin- 
gent budget does not allow for the 
amount of labor necessary to pro- 
vide this count. 


But if percentages of three years 


ago—the last time the full-time 
count was separated—are applied, 
the Illinois enrollment so counted 
would 
be approximately 20 250. 


This would place Illinois after only 
California, Xew York State, and 
Minnesota universities.

the v oid came into use in the early 
! llth century all England \vas Cath- 
olic and the M<t.=s was the most im- 
poi tant part of the Christmas cele- 
bration.

Greek Gcnethlia, Hungarians Karc- 
sony. all words that refer to the 
Nativity. In Poland, it is called the 
day 'of Boxe N'arodzenie, which 
means God's birth. Those who 
speak of it in Russia wall call it 
Kozhdestvo Khrista, which means 
Christ's birth. In F r a n c e , two 
woids are used. In the south of 
France Nadal but m Pans Noel, 
both of which have their origins re- 
ferring to nativity. 


Even the season greeting "Merry 


Christmas" has connotations oidi- 
narily not understood. The word 
"merry" did not originally mean 
gay T jovf::! b':t meant "blessed, 
peaceful, 
pleasant" 
and 
when 


Christmas carolers sang "God rest 
you merry, gentlemen" they orig- 
inally meant to say "God rest you 
peacefully, 
gentlemen" anu not 


"God rest you, joyful gentlemen" 
as today's carolers are likely to 
think. 


As a matter of fact, a caiol was 


originally a dance. The dancers 
formed in a circle, sang as they 
moved in dance step around the 
circle, but gradually 
the woid 


changed its meaning so that it 
came to mean only the song 


The first Christmas hymns were 


written in the fourth century and 
they generally concerned theni- 
<-eh es with the theological aspects 
of the Nativity. St. Hilary of Pitiers 
wrote "Jesus. Light of all the Na- 
tions" somewhere around the mid- 
dle of the fourth century and this is 
one of the earliest hymns to come 
down to us

who Introduced the spirit ef Christ* 
mas carols to the world just as he 
introduced the Christmas cnb. The 
little Italian saint had a great devo- 
tion to t^e Holv infant and he wrote 
a beautiful hymn to the Nativity m 
Latin. His companions and spir- 
itual sons, the Franciscans, pop- 
ularized carols in Italy, though. 
One of the Franciscan tunes is 
familiar as the theme on which 
Handel developed his Pastoral 
Symphony in the "Messiah." 


Carul Spreads 


From Italy the carol spread to 


Spam and France and finally all 
over Europe. Today's popular car- 
ols in the United States come from 
a variety of sources. A Unitarian 
minister, Edmund Sears, and "a De- 
troit newspaperman, Richard Wil- 
lis, wrote "It Came Upon a Mid- 
night Clear." Episcopalian minis- 
ters wrote "O Little Town of Beth- 
lehem," Phillips Brooks: and "We 
Three Kings of Orient Are," John 
Henry Hopkins Ji. Martin Luther 
wrote "From Heaven Above I 
Come to You"" and while it is not 
geneially 
believed he 
actually 


i wrote either woids 
or 
music, 


"Away m a Manger" had its in- 
spiration in his wntings and is 
often ascribed to him. Catholic 
priests wrote the lyrics of "Adeste 
Fidelis," St Bonaventure: and "Si- 
lent Night," Father Joseph Mohr. 


The ongin of the Christmas tree 


1 as we know it today was in Ger- 
, many and its date is eaily in the 
| history of Chiistiamty In the early 
,davs of the Church, mysteiy plays 
dramatized the story of the Gospel 
'and the Chnstmas story was dra- 
matized by showing the story of 
Adam and E\e and the rebellion 
for which the Saviour was born to 
atone. The tree of paradise was 
cential in this mystery play. Mys- 
tery plays were eventually sup- 
pi essed but the tree continued, 
decorated with wafers that repre- 
sented the Holy Eucharist, the sav- 
irg fiuit which replaced the fruit 
of sin. 


Symbol of Christ 


But the Christmas tree was pre- 


ceded even before the mystery 
plays by the evergreen as a symbol 
of Christ's ever presence and the 
eternal life promised for all. Ter- 


tulllan In the third century atld to 
Christians, "You are a light, a 
tree ever green." In 604 a letter 
from Pope Gregory I to St. Augus- 
tine of Canterbury advised him to 
permit the use of evergreens on the 
feast of the Nativity. 


The poinsettia, another Christmas 


plant, is called "The Flower of the 
Holy Night" in its native Mexico 
because it resembles the flaming 
star of Bethlehem. Its name in this 
country comes from Dr. Joel Rob- 
erts Poinsett who early in the 19th 
century served as an ambassador 
m Mexico and brought the plant 
back with him to his native South 
Carolina. 


Saint Nicholas the historical per- 


sonage is often lost at Chnstmas 
time in fanciful tales of a roly-poly 
gentleman from the North Pole. He 
was the Bishop of Myra in Asia 
Minor, was cast into prison during 
the persecution of Piocletian, re- 
leased by Const an tine, died in My- 
ra about 350. His body was trans- 
ferred centunes later to 
Ban, 


Italy. His feast day is Dec. 8 and 
eaily in the 12th century his story 
was a favorite all through Europe. 
Since his feast day came near the 
beginning of the Advent of Chnst- 
mas, he was portrayed by a man 
who dressed with a white beard 
and the bestments of a bishop to 
ride into town on a horse to visit 
the children. This portrayer of 
Saint Nicholas urged the children 
to prepare for the coming of Christ- 
mas and gave them gifts of candy 
and fruit. So through this came the 
modern Saint Nicholas who no long- 
er is portrayed as a bishop but 
as a kind of roly-poly elf. This 
cames in great part because after 
the Reformation there was a turn- 
ing away from old customs related 
to Christmas. 


Brought Changes 


The Reformation brought pro- 


found changes in the celebration of 
Chnstmas. German Lutherans pre- 
served many of the Christmas fes- 
tivities but, of course, abolished the 
Mass, which celebrated three times 
on Christmas day by each priest, 
was the center of the Catholic fes- 
tival before the Reformation as it 
is now.

Catholic holiday, many Protestants 
refused to celebrate it at all. When 
the Puritans came to power m 
England they outlawed Christmas. 
From 1642 until 1660, celebration 
of Christmas was against the law. 
Stores were forced to remain open 
by law and Christmas observances 
were broken up lv foice of arms. 
There were Catholics only under- 
ground in England at the time but 
many Protestants wanted Christ- 
mas observances returned When 
they ^finally did return after 18 
years they were no longer like the 
Christmas observances before. 


Puritans Ignored It 


In America, Christmas was not 


observed in the early days of the 
Puritans and Pilgrims. It was felt 
to be Romanist to even recognize 
the day and the prejudices against 
Christmas actually did not end un- 
til 1870 in Boston for until that time 
public schools still held classes on 
Christmas day and until 1856 Dec. 
25th was an official work day. 


Even mince pie was once the sub- 


ject of religious quarrels. Catholics 
made mince pies in the shape of 
cribs and they were a pant of the 
Christmas celebration. The Pun- 
tans in England, oposed to the cus- 
tom, 
banned mince pies in any 


shape because they recalled old 
Catholic customs. 


But today Catholic and Protes- 


tant leaders agree that the real 
meaning of Christmas is being re- 
membered by more and more peo- 
ple. Saint Nicholas is still thought 
of by few as the holy Catholic 
priest that he was but his coming 
is connected with Christ's birth- 
day and it was to remind people 
of Christ that the real Saint Nicho- 
las worked in the world. Nativity 
sets were founded by holy Saint 
Francis of Assisi and for centuries 
were 
found 
only 
in 
Catholic 


churches and in Catholic homes. 
Today Christmas cribs .are found 
in Protestant churches and Protes- 
tant homes.

It questions the appropriateness of 
certain procedures and while stag- 
ing that there is no sufficient In- 
formation in the state auditor's of- 
fice, contains nothing that would 
indicate such information is not 
available in the university's ac- 
counts. 


Main Concern 


''The main concern of the report 


seems to be that there is not avail- 
able in the office of the state audi- 
tor the information needed in con- 


nection with the audit responsibil- 
ities of that office. The report in- 
dicates that all such information 
is available in the university'! rec- 
ords and recommends that steps 
be taken to improve the coordina- 
tion between the records of the 
university and those of the state 
auditor's office. 


"Auditor Hodge has suggested a 


joint study of this problem, and 
we will be glad to cooperate in 
such a study."

Science Fiction 
Goes Feminine, 
Says U. I. Prof 
•/ 


URBANA-CHAMPAIGN —(Spe- 


cial)—The man who goes to Mars 
in a space ship is coming down to 
earth—and uomen are one of the 
reasons, according to a University 
of Illinois professor who makes 
science fiction his hobby. 


Prof Adrian Janes, who became 


interested in the field after read- 
ing a "mad scientist" yarn in 1929, 
believes science fiction is "going 
feminine." 


The reason, he believes, is that 


more and more women are enter- 
ing the fielu, both as writers and 
as readers. 


And as a result science fiction 


characters behave more as indi- 
viduals, talk more about everyday 
things, d*id even have grandmoth- 
ers and families. All of which i» 
probably good. 
" "Still." the U. of I. agriculture 
professor says, "a lot of time is 
taken up with housekeeping that 
could instead be used to conquer 
outer space, for instance. 


Less a Science 


"And I remember one hero who 


spent a night talking over with his 
family a tnp to another planet, 
then took off the next morning; 
and reached his destination in a 
couple of sentences. 


"Sometimes I think science fic- 


tion is becoming less and iesi 
science and more and more fic- 
tion. If a space man is going to 
Mars, I'd like to know something 
about the tnp and the scientific 
aspects Just putting a space hel- 
met on the man and putting him on 
Mars doesn't make it science fic- 
tion, whether he has his %vife along 
or not " 


Janes has another criticism ot 


present-day wntrng in this field- 
it lacks some of the slam-bang ex- 
citement of the old days. 


"It just doesn't seem to be good 


form to have too much excitement 
nowadays," he notes. "Why, 
they've even killed off the BEM's, 
(the bug-eyed monsters) " 


"Trips to the moon were good 


enough subjects for science fictiof 
writers almost ever since the unu 
of Christ—I particularly remember 
a story published in 1638 called 
"The Man in the Moon;A Discourse 
of a Voyage Thither'—but nobody 
is going to the moon any more. 
Everybody is going to outer space, 
the outer the better, but the loca- 
tion is about the only thing that 
moves in some of the stories." 


Still Popular 


All this, the U. of I. professor 


admits, "hasn't hurt the popularity 
of science fiction in the slightest 
or kept me from being interest- 
ed." 


"When I came to the University 


of Illinois 15 years ago, I could 
count on the fingers of two hands 
the people on the campus who read 
science fiction and admitted it. 


"Today, I don't know very many 


people who haven't read something 
in the field. The stories and books" 
are particularly popular around 
atomic research c e n t e r s and 
around colleges and universities. 
And a lot of scientists not only read 
science -fiction—they write it in 
their spare time." 
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Social Problems, Adjustments of Mentally Retarded 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: Follo-.vine 


l» a lecture delivered recently 
by Henrietta Pell, chlet social 
worker at Dixon State School, 
at a meeting of Dixoii State 
School Parents' Association, Chi- 
cago.) 


Recent publicity for the National 


Retarded Children's Wee* listed 
lor us three types of retarded 
children nnd adults for whom we 
must plan. These are the "depend- 
ent'1 or severely retarded person 
who will need constant supervision 
all his life; the "semi-dependent" 
or trainable retarded pe>son who 
can learn to care for himself, ad- 
just to simple situations, and par- 
ticipate in simple work situations; 
and the high grade retarded person 
of "marginal independent" type 
who can live in soT»ty. jlaT>fi°ipat- 
Ing with other people in work, re- 
creation, and normal Jiving condi- 
tions. Some of these persons are 
physically handicapped, some of 
them are without relatives to as- 
sist in planning, and some of them 
are in communities \\hich have no 
facilities for aiding their adjust- 
ment. Each is an individual person 
with a canacitv to learn to some 
degree to love and be loved, to en- 
joy pleasurable activities and to 
dislike uncomfortable situations 
The degree of ability, the types of 
environment to whir-h they have 
been exposed, and The help needed 
1n adjustment varv fmm one ex- 
treme to another, and only through 
the painstikin°; effort of individual- 
izing 
each 
person 
can 
proper 


planning: be done 


An expert n^edical examination, 


an accurate psychological exami- 
nation, and an understanding of 
the environment and family from 
which the individual comes are 
needed in order to determine into 
which of the three grouos a re- 
tarded person falls. This diagnosis 
should be a continuing process be- 
cause tha nine-year-old child rear- 
ed in an institution who tests as 
belonging in the trainable group 
might, with proper motivation and 
training, later be considered for 
placement in the community on a 
job after he had learned steady 
work habits and could read to a 
Simple degree 
Even when the 


original diagnosis includes an or- 
ganic factor such as hydrocephal- 
us, the evaluation of ability must 
be a continuing process because 
the condition sometimes becomes 
arrested before too much damage 
to the brain occurs, and the indi- 
vidual may become a school child 
and later able to support himself. 
Recently the Social Service Depart- 
ment placed such a child in a fos- 
ter home. It is fortunate that we 
have gotten away from considera- 
tion of the intelligence quotient 
Rlone as a factor in planning. 
Many a retarded person with a 
pleasing personality has gotten 
along in the community without 
employers and friends being aware 
that there was anything wrong. 


Few Facilities 


For the severly retarded "child 


the community offers few facili- 
ties other than commitment to a 
•tate institution. Before this is 
done the family has evaluated the 
home situation to see how many 
people would be affected if the 


child remained at home. 
They 


have sought medical advice, and 
have weighed the advantages and 
disadvantages to all members of 
the family including the retarded 
child or adult. In a rural commu- 
nity the severiy retarded type of 
pei son may be accepted to a 
greater degree than in an urban 
setting. Certainly, life would be 


[ much simpler for him. If not sent 
to a training school as a child, this 
type of person is almost certain to 
arrive there at some time during 
>.is life. 


I 
The trainable retarded person 


' has much mo. e to look forward to 
at the present time than at any 
previous period. This is due to the 
spark provided by the parents' 
groups of America who did not 
accept 
"shortage of teacheis", 


("lack cf space", "non-edueable", 
"no money" as excuses any long- 
er, and started their own classes 
for the trainable child, getting the 
assistance of service clubs, settle- 
ment houses, churches, and many 
oth-jrs 
In some instances they 


practically built a school from the 
ground 
up. Their interest 
and 


courage in handling this problem 
have been an inspiration to every- 
one who has been in touch with 
them. Recognizing that day school 
was not the total answer, they 
ha\e explored the possibilities of 
sheltered workshops. In one town 
the Parents' Group sponsored a 
community project for individuals 
over sixteen years of age in which 
they visited local industries and 
the zoo, learned to swim and do 
handicrafts, etc Some of the per- 
son* who participated may never 
have been accepted in a social 
group before 
One man left the 


group during rhe summer to take 
a job at the lo^al ball park picking 
up papers and painting white lines' 
around bases. In some communi- 
ties so-called "Pilot" classes have 
been started so that the extent of 
this problem c^uld be proven, and 
a method of d"ilmg with it tested 
through the u^e of educational fa- 
cilities on a tax-supported basis. 
Training for the trainable retard- 
ed person is a new project so far 
as actmtv on a community basis 
is concerned, but it is a project 
that was too long neglected. We 
can hope that efforts will be con- 
tinued because there is much more 
to leam. 


Reimburse Cities 


Many communities, through their 


school systems, have had classes 
for the educable mentally handi- 
capped child for years. These com- 
munities m Illinois may receive 
S250 a year reimbursement from 
the State for each child in a class- 
room meeting certain standards. 
The program planned for them 
varies. Special courses of study 
organized to acquaint the child 
vit'i the type of reading, writing, 
and arithmetic he needs for every- 
day life, that teach him about his 
community and how to get along 
in it. that help him learn habits 
of dependability and 
cleanliness, 


and that aid in personality growth, 
will help the high grade defective 
person to become a functioning, 
responsible person in his commu- 
nity. 


As community facilities are ex- 


panded and as public health nur- 


1 se?, school teachers, social work- 
jers, and doctors understand more 
the possibilities for the training 
and education of the retarded, we 
may expect new ideas to stimulate 
'the planning for the retarded. 


) 
With a maximum of facilities in 


the community, there will always 
be some letarded pel sons who will 
need to come to one of the state 
training schools for the retarded 
child and adult. Because of illness 
in the family, because of broken 
homes, because of the continuing 
problem of providing supervision, 
and sometimes nursing care for a 
retarded person, there will be a 
need for state facilities. For the 
severely retarded person this will 
be more true than for the high 
gr<ide mentally defective individ- 
ual. 
Hopefully, conditions would be 


cijrh ip4 r>i£ institutions that chil- 
dren wou'd be placed in cottages 
with those of similar abilities1. 
With the lack of facilities, this is 
not always possible. For the child 
from whom too much has been 
expected, the institution can pro- 


i vide a place where he meets other 
people with similar interests, and 
where he can compete with those 
' who have the same abilities. 


i 
Parents Interest 


1 
When the parents have decided 


that the placement of a severely 
retarded child in a training school 
is best, their continued interest 
through their visits and through 
helping the child to participate in 


1 simple activities such as a car 
, ride or n vacation, may serve as 
| a stimulation to keep the child in 
1 contact with his environment. 


! 
We are having fewer of the high 


grade defectives coming to the 
Dixon State School. The classes 
for the educable mentally handi- 


! caped child have helped, and the 
better understanding among mem- 


1 bers of the community has also 
aided in keeping these children 
' at home. It is hoped that the re- 
1 tarded child or adult with more 
ability will be able to leave the 


i institution without staying too long 
! a time. This, of course, would de- 
| pend upon his degree of adjust- 
ment so far as getting along with 
people was concerned, as well as 
whatever work or steady habits 
he had learned. The State of Illi- 
nois provides that if children and 
adults cannot return to their own 
home. tV>ey may be placed in fos- 
ter homes through the use of 
boarding funds provided by the 
State. The amount provided de- 
pends on the amount of care which 
the retarded person would need. 
When the person ready for release 
shows an ability to earn his own 
living, he is placed on a job where 
he earns a salary comparable with 
others in the community or, if he 
has less ability, he earns a mini- 
mum wage plus board and room 
which is accompanied by super- 
vision and aid in finding recrea- 
tional interests in the community. 


Will Seek Aid 


It is possbile that various com- 


munity agencies may be called 
upon to aid a retarded person who 
needs more help. For instance, 
the Division of Vocational Rehabil- 
itation will buy prosthetic devices 
and will provide training for a 
job. Through the Illinois Public 
Aid Commission there Is available 


'inancial ass:s'-ince through aid to 
the blind, permament and total 
disability assistance. Old Age Pen- 
sion, and Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren. The Division of Child Wel- 
fare will aid in finding foster homes 
as well as in supervising a young 
child in them Very often nur&ing 
homes in the community can care 
for dischatged patients' from the 
State School.

Total pig production for 1954 was

55,72$.000 from 
the spring pig 


crop and 36,766,000 from the fall 
cmp. 


The fall crop, raised from June 


1 to Dec. 1 of this year, is now 
starting to market. The fall crop 
was 16 per cent above the 1953 fall 
crop. 


The department reported the to- 


tal 1954 crop compares with a 
1953 crop of 81.512,000 and an av- 
erage of 92,873,000 from 1943-52.

Marie II is not an ordinary Nor- 


mandy cow. To begin with she is 
the pampered pet of the entire 
Fiquet family. They all firmly be- 
lieve that her astonishing yield is 
due to the gratefulness she feels 
for the kind treatment 
she is 


given. 


People have tried to explain her 


marathon capacities by pointing to 
the exceptional richness of Nor- 
mandy's farming land which in 
turn produces rich fodder. In re- 
ply to this, Fiquet points to his 
neighbor, farmer Robert Hervieu. 
He, too, owns a sizeable dairy 
herd, but he has nothing approach- 
ing a Marie II in his cow barn. 


Fiquet also happens to be a 


model farmer. In 1932 he won a 
bronze medal for the best-kept 
farm in the department. He runs 
it with the help of one son and a 
daughter, Denise, a pretty 22-year- 
old brunette, who loves Marie II 
dearly. 


There is also the hired hand,

Habits of Rabbits Cause 
International Situation 
Forces Praise, Condemn 
Using Virus to Kill Them 


PARIS «rV- Prof. Paul Armand- 


Delille forgot about, the habits of 
rabbits when he started hu ex- 
periment. The result was a suc- 
cess on such a scale that he's been 
in trouble ever since. 


Armand-Delille was annoyed by 


rabbits' munching- on the flowers 
and vegetables in his garden. A 
man of science, he imported some 
myxomatosis virus from Australia, 
where it had been used to reduce 
the rabbit population. Myxomato- 
sis kills rabbits with up to 99 per 
cent certainty in 10 to 12 days. 


Th$ professor's garden promptly 


was freed of rabbits. But once 
started there was no way to limit 
the spread of the disease among 
the social rodents. It spread and 
spread until rabbits were dying all 
over France. They died in Italy, 
Switzerland, B e l g i u m , Germany 
and finally in Britain 


Cry Murder 


Hunters and manufacture: s of 


hunting equipment cried murder. 
People who make at least part of 
their hving from wild rabbits- 
hunters, hunting clubs, shotgun 
and shell manufacturers, furriers, 
gamekeepers, 
etc.—claimed that 


the professor had done 60 billion 
francs ($171,428,500) worth of dam- 
age. 


It has been two years since the 


professor set out to purge his gar- 
den of rabbits, but the end is not 
in sight." 


The "Superior Council for Hunt- 


ing" which has a special man to 
study the myxomatosis situation 
says Prance is spotted with islands 
where wild rabbit life is evtinct. 
The situation varies from day to 
day, and month to 'month. 


After myxomatosis has killed 


rabbits in an area, it may become 
repopulated. But the new rabbits 
then get the disease and die. The 
death and repopulation cycle by 
areas continues, and no one is 
quite sure how it will end. 


Affects Market 


In any case, the hunting people 


say, the extent of the damage can 
be seen from the fact that only 10 
to 20 per cent as many rabbits for 
food are shipped to the central 
market in Pans as previously. 


There's not much that can be 


done to save wild rabbits. Tarne 
rabbits can be inoculated. 


The hunting people seern about 


the only ones who are worried. 
The Ministry of Agriculture scarce- ' 
ly conceals its pleasure over the 
outcome of Armand-Dehlle's exper- 
iment. It says wild rabbits are 
harmful animals because they eat 
young plants, destroy the boundary 
marks between fields, and chew up 


tree sprouts in the forests. 


Armand-Delille has had to an- 


swer in court for his^ scheme, but 
the case hasn't been "settled final- 
ly. 


Can't Sue 


Those with an interest in seeing 


wild rabbits killed by hunters were 
anxious to sue, but they couldn't 
do it directly because wild rabbits 
are listed officially as harmful 


animals. So hey banded together 
in "The Assn. of Defense Against 
Epidemics and Myxomatosis" and 
found a woman whose domestic 
rabbits had been wiped out bv the 
disease. Listed in court records as 
"the Widow Girard," she sued for 
damages. The court said the asso- 
ciation wasn't entitled to anything. 
But Armand-Delille was ordered to 


pay damages to Mrs. Glrard. The 
case was appealed and there has 
been no decision from the Appel- 
late Couit. 


COVERS BRITAIN 


LONDON i#i—Myxomatosia now 


covers parts of every county in 
England and Wales and all but one 
in Scotland, says the Agriculture 
Ministry. This spread has taken 
just over a year since the disease 
came here from France. 


"Mery patrols" organized by the 


Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals have slam 
more than 320.000 infected rabbits 
to prevent suffering from the dis- 
ease. Farmers have killed thou- 
sands more. 


The RSPCA and some members 


of Parliament say farmeis have 
paid up to five pounds ($14) for in- 
fected labbits to introduce on their 
land. 


Issue Ban 


The fcuM-n.mem iixemly pushed 


thiough legislation to ban deliber- 
ate spieadmg. Many farmers op- 
posed this move, saving spreading 
gave them a chance to rid the na- 
tion of a pest which co?t 50 million 
pounds (140 million dollais) a year 
in damage to crops 


Anywav. they said, spreading of 


the disease meiely hastened a 
process which was bound to take 
place naturally. 


British, organizations report no 


evidence that the disease might hit 
other animals. More than a dozen 
reports of infected eat* and dogs 
have been discounted after veteri- 
nary surgeons inspected the ani- 
mals, the RSPCA said. 


U.S. COTTONTAILS SAFE 


WASHINGTON W— A specialist 


with the fish and wildlife service 
said today it has never been 
proved that myxomatosis. the rab- 
bit-killing disease, 
has 
caused 


widespread deaths among native 
Cottontail rabbits in the U n i t e d 
States. 


Dr. Carlton M. Herman, a wild- 


life pathologist, said in an inter- 
view there have been sporadic out- 
breaks of the disease in the rabbit 
industry in California, where the 
type of rabbits produced is the 
same as the native rabbits of 
Europe. 


He added "the theory—though it 


has not been proven—is that the 
native Cottontail rabbit is the res- 
ervoir of infection in southern Call-
